The court decided 
that the BLM acted in good faith 
regarding its desert use plan and was not 
arbitrary, capricious or in willful 
disobedience of any duties. The desert 
will remain open to recreational use 
while studies of impact continue. 
Environmental Defense Fund, Inc., 
Sierra Club, Society for California 
Archeology and one private party were 
plaintiffs aginst the BLM and the U.S. 
Department of Interior.

He made a fast ambulance trip to 
Riverside Community Hospital and 
spent five hours in successful open chest 
surgery to repair the three main veins 
which serve the upper right side which 
were completely severed and mangled 
by a broken collarbone. 

Neil has left the intensive care unit 
after a seven day stay and will soon be 
strong enough to make the long trip 
home. His rapid recovery from such 
grave injury has been remarkable and in 
the surgeon’s words “unfortunately he 
will be able to race motorcycles again.” 

Neil’s family wishes to thank his 
many District 36 friends for the rapid 
spontaneous blood donor crusade made 
in his behalf to the Modesto branch of 
the Delta blood bank. It would be 
wonderful if the high regard and good 
friendships which develop between 
motorcycle riders could become a trait 
of all walks of life.

Nearly 20% of the male population is 
afflicted with significant colorblindness. 





The most common form results in 
varying degrees of difficulty in 
distinguishing red from green. Red or 
orange ribbons attached to green pucker 
bushes are virtually invisible to a 
colorblind person. 


For some reason, the most common 
marking for the events I have ridden 
consists of red ribbon. Consequently, 
my ability to follow the course depends 
on arrow markers, lime and the path of 
other riders. Reasonably often, these 
markings are not adequate and I have 
gotten off of the course several times in 
events that were actually well marked 
with red against green. 


I suggest that clubs consider using 
yellow or white ribbon rather than red 
for their marking. This change should 
not result in any increased cost or 
inconvenience to the club. 

This may seem a trivial request, but I 
assure you that it is an important 
consideration for a large number of 
riders and that it is made in all 
seriousness.

man in AMA Grand National his- 
tory to score the coveted “grand 
slam” in a single season and set- 
ting a new Ascot track record in 
the process. 

It was a night for records to fall and 
for upset heat victories by rookie 
Experts, as damp track conditions 
placed the groove higher than normal. 
Standing water from earlier track 
watering had softened the surface near 
the pole in each of the turns, forcing the 
riders to establish a groove well to the 
outside, both during time trials and 
during the heats. It had the effect of 
making everybody deceptively faster 
and pushing qualifying times well down 
into the 22 second bracket. 
(Twenty-seven riders were under 23 
seconds, another Ascot record.) 

Al Jorgensen started the string of 
rookie successes by scoring fast time of 
22.18 seconds on a Ron Woods Norton 
(one of a pair — the other being ridden 
by Pat McCaul). Rick Hocking (Yam 
22.26), Ken Roberts (Yam 22.27), 
Hank Scott (Yam 22.29) and Dave 
Aldana (H-D 22.31) rounded out the 
fastest five while Gary Scott, his faċtory 
Harley stuttering a bit going into time 
trials, tied with Rex Beauchamp and 


Super Rookie Jay Springsteen (who 
qualified on a Goodyear Grasshopper 
rear tire, of all things) for 10th fastest at 
22.46 seconds. The fact that 22.50, a 
good fast Ascot time, couldn’t even get 
a rider into the top dozen this evening 
sparked a lot of head-shaking among the 
track regulars. Diane Cox, who went the 
fastest she’s ever gone at Ascot, 23.43, 
said, “Well, at least I beat seven of 
them.” 

Among the riders, the whole thing 
took on a kind of “TGIF” atmosphere, 
a general relief that the pressure was off 
and another year almost *over. Kenny 
Roberts and Gary Scott talked and 
laughed easily as they walked out. for 
the pre-race introductions. Kenny, 
kicking at the track surface and noticing 
the bits of scrap embedded in it: “Boy, 
there’s sure a garbage of stuff you could 
pick up off this track.” 

Scott: “Yeah, most of it Harley 
parts...” 


Heats 

Al Jorgensen (Nor) led from an 
outside pole to win a record-setting first 
heat. Dave Aldana tucked in low behind 
him through the first turn but was 
distanced quickly. Mert Lawwill’s third 
quickly faded under the onslaught of 


Skip Aksland (Yam) with intermittent 
pressure from ae Myers (H-D) and 
Danny Hockie (Tri). Just past halfway, 
Art Fredenburg went wide into the 
haybales and shook himself up. Yellow 
flag notwithstanding, Aksland and 
Aldana went hard at it arguing second 
for about two more laps, with Lawwill 
for a shadow. White flag, and suddenly 
Aldana’s bike quit in the middle of the 
south turn, leaving Dave to coast into 
the backside of the pits, pounding on 
the bars in frustrated rage. 


Second heat, with a firm but tacky 
groove beginning to set up, Rex 
Beauchamp and Rick Hocking raced 
each other into the first turn and up the 
backstretch. But in the north turn, Rex 
slowed abruptly and dropped straight to 
the sidelines. He’d apparently dragged 
or caught his leg, the same leg he’d 


wrenched painfully in winning San Jose, - 


and this time the damage was severely 
torn tendons. Hocking stretched out to 
win ahead of John Hateley (Yam), while 
Steve Morehead (Yam) scissored in, out 
and around Mike Kidd (H-D), Rob 
Morrison (H-D) and John Gennai (Tri) 
for the last direct transfer. 


Third heat shaped up as a 
Scott-Roberts faceoff, but rookie 
Expert Tom Berry (H-D) stole the show. 
Steve Droste (H-D) and Gary Scott 
holeshot the field with Roberts entering 
the first turn high and Berry tucked 
down low, planning to “ride a smart 
race, this time.” North tum, it was 
Droste, Scott, Roberts down low 
looking for a hole, and Berry watching. 
End of first lap. South turn, Scott 
tucks under Droste, tries for a drive. 
Roberts enters high, Berry low. Scott 
and Droste get sideways together, lose 
drive, and Berry is in the right spot, 
shooting into the lead as Roberts is 
blocked. Next couple of laps, Pat 
McCaul briefly pressured Roberts as 
Ken’s clutch began to slip. Ken finally 


built up momentum and ducked under 
Droste in the south turn for the last 
direct transfer. Scott held him off at the 
finish for second. Berry was so blown 
away by his surprise victory he had to 
walk off by himself for awhile to 
contemplate. 

Fourth heat started five National dirt 
track winners and one National road 
race winner. Hank Scott used the 
outside pole to advantage to shut the 
gate on duelling Corky Keener and Jay 
Springsteen off the start. Jay, still 
running that Grasshopper on his Vista 
Sheen Harley (earlier he’d commented, 
“I don’t know what I'll do. If the 
groove gets too ‘brushed off’ I may have 
to change”), was hanging the outside 
where he could get it working, Corky to 
the inside. Corky would make his way 
past inside turn two, then get blown off 
down the back chute. Finally he hit 
turn one wide, crossed in front of Jay to 
exit turn two low, and made the passing 
stick. Eddie Wirth moved up to try 
bumping Jay out of that last direct 
transfer, but nearly lost it in the south 
turn, settling for a Semi berth ahead of 
Gene Romero. 


Semis 

Only the winner of each Semi-final 
race would go to the National. Mike 
Kidd settled his fairly easily; the action 
was all behind him, as Mike Myers, John 
Gennai, Rob Morrison and Danny 
Hockie struggled to break clear of each 
other. Diane Cox, using every inch of 
track to make up for fading horsepower, 
was well down in the order. After 
several laps of high speed 
bump-and-shuffle, Morrison and Hockie 
went down hard together. Hockie, 
moving up fast outside, tapped 
Morrison’s rear wheel as Rob started to 
get sideways and drift out. Danny 
endoed several times while Rob did 
some violent tank-slappers before going 
down. Rob managed to walk away,

winded and sore. Danny was 
transported for observation. 

Roller disease struck the second 
Semi. Eddie Wirth, one of those sent 
back to the penalty line, shot into 
mid-pack off the start and eventually 
slipped under early leader Paul Bostrom 
to win in spite of the penalty. 

Trophy Race 

John Gennai, Paul Bostrom and Mike 
Myers made it off the line in a tight, 
wobbling group behind early leader Pat 
McCaul. The tacky, workable Ascot clay 
was “grooving up” noticeably in the 
north turn (berms starting to form in 
turn three) and crossing these grooves in 
an outside-to-inside line was setting 
everybody into speed wobbles of 
varying intensity. Pat McCaul’s front 
end was coming off the ground as he 


caught traction in some of the grooves 
exiting turn four. Bostrom, from third 
place, was putting a big lunging charge 
into turn three, almost tapping the 
leader once, in an effort to slingshot into 
a lead. It didn’t work; even though 
McCaul dropped out just past the 
halfway mark, Myers managed to hold 
Bostrom to a bike length at the finish. 
Gennai’s Triumph went on one cylinder 
under the white flag, cutting his possible 
second place from under him. 


National Final 

What the announced gate of 9,471 
had come to see. On the pole in an 
inverted start, Al Jorgensen, a rookie 
Expert who had won more regular 
season half-miles at Ascot than any 
other, and another rookie, Tom Berry, 
on his left. Also on the front row of the 


six-six-two grid, Hank Scott, Rick 
Hocking, Skip Aksland and Gary Scott. 


‘Ken Roberts and Jay Springsteen (who 
‘had changed to a Carlisle rear tire after 


his heat) were side-by-side on the 
second row with Corky Keener. 


Starter Bob Malley got into a 
speed-wobble of his own during his 
famous cartwheel run to the line and 
bounced off the wall. Hank Scott and 
Rick Hocking read his flag right, going 
into turn one just ahead of Gary Scott, 
with Roberts dropping low but bottled 
up in traffic. Jorgy had high-lined into 
fourth while the Brothers Scott played 
seesaw the first two laps behind 
Hocking. Hank stayed inside and in 
second as Jorgy came up to join them. 
A drag race for third-fourth down the 
front straight, then Gary Scott got way

wide: ‘in ‘the south» turn» and «dropped 
several places. 

Roberts, with Skip Aksland in tow, 
used the shuffle to move into fourth. 
About the same time, Hocking and 
Hank Scott went into the north tum 
together, Rick outside, Hank inside, and 
Hank took over the lead, using an 
outside-to-inside pass. As this Passing 
was going on, Roberts got by Jorgy, 
leaving Aksland to find his way around 
later. Behind came Springsteen, Berry, 
Hateley, a slowing Gary Scott, Mike 
Kidd and Eddie Wirth. 

Roberts, meanwhile, pushed and 
finally got under Rick Hocking in the 
south turn. Jorgy tried, got it truly 
crossed-up in the North turn attempting 
to get under Rick. He finally made it 
good as Hocking almost lost it. Aksland, 
going so wide he clipped a few haybales 
in the south turn, diced with Jorgy for 
third, made the passing stick, and 
sneaked up on Scott/Roberts. He said 
later, “I just went where Kenny went.’ 
‘As Kenny drew underneath Hank in the 
exit to turn four, getting away with 
extra drive, Skip wasn’t far behind. 

The time of the race was a new 
record for a 20-lap final at Ascot, and 
while Roberts was coming from behind 
none of the front five had been 
motoring slowly. Rick Hocking had held 
Jorgy well away, settling the 
fourth /fifth finishes; then came Berry. 
Springsteen, Keener and Hateley. Gary 
Scott limped in 10th; the pace had 
gotten to Lawwill and Morehead earlier. 

Roberts was all smiles and few words 
in the winner’s circle, as happy for 
protege Aksland as for himself. 
Ironically, an AMA press release had a 
week earlier asked the rhetorical 
question: ‘‘Is Kenny Roberts the 
forgotten man of 1975?” In his 
typically blunt fashion, Kenny would 
probably have answered (if asked) 
“++$%@, no!”

Ascot Invitational 
Half-mile 

Boody wins, 
bike claimed

GARDENA, CAL., SEPT. 26 

It’s Michigan’s year on the half- 
miles, so it seems. The Midwest’s 
top rated Junior, Ted Boody blew 
into the home of speed for the 
first time and came up a winner in 
the 10-lap yellow plate final. 

Boody, riding the former Corky 
Keener H-D that is owned and 
tuned by Bart Markel, found the 
traction track to his liking and also had 
some obvious coaching from Bart on 
how to ride the turns. 

Boody was on hand as an invited 
rider along with Bill Peters from 
Pennsylvania; Bob Griffin of N.J., and 
Jeff Johnson from Oregon. 

San Jose mile winner Scott Pearson 
took the fast time slot, topping Ascot 
point leader, Dan McWhorter. 

Steve Eklund, the nation’s number 
one Junior dirt tracker, blew his engine 
in practice. He jumped on a spare 
brought in by Mark Smith and went out 
and won the first heat race with Boody 
in second, Pearson third. Easterner 
Peters was fourth and Griffin was a 
distant sixth. 

McWhorter topped Jim Wright in the 
second heat to set the stage for the 
match-up in the final. Pearson finally 
qualified for the feature by winning the 
Semi. Peters ran far back in seventh for 
no transfer. 

McWhorter, coming into the final 
only 10 Ascot points ahead of Eklund, 
jumped in front from the start with 
Boody second and Eklund a close third. 

Just past the halfway mark Eklund 
went to the pits with a dead engine, 
leaving the race to Dan and Ted. 

Laps five and six found Boody 
squaring the corner on the south turn 
better than any Junior this season. His 
power drives onto the backstretch 
pulled him on by McWhorter on lap six 
and to the front, which he held to the 
finish. 

Boody is only the second 
non-California Junior to ever win an 
Ascot Main event, but the cost may 
have been high. Immediately after the 
race a claim was filed by Jim Wright, 
who finished fifth in the final and has 
yet to win an AMA race this year. The 
$3,500 cash was laid on the line and Jim 
put the yellow Harley in the back of his 
motorhome and headed for Corona. It 
was the same machine that Corky 
Keener got off of earlier this year, 
stating that it was not fast enough to 
win National dirt track events! 


The Novice field was also sprinkled , 


with out-of-state visitors. But it was 
Californian Ted Davidson showing them 
the way for the second straight time in 
the heat and final. 

Steve Fortune won the opening heat 


race, defeating Bob Thorpe from 
Oregon, Dave Churchill also from 
Oregon, and the highly regarded 


midwest Novice Jackie Mitchell from 
Indiana. Mitchell pulled a third behind 
Tim McWhorter. 

Ricky Graham and Gordy Kidd did 
the one-two act for California in the 
second heat with Oklahoma’s Bret 
Braddy taking a third place, but the two 
fastest heats were turned in by Davidson 
and point champion, Vince Mead. 

The Semi went to Arizona’s Marty 
Halkola with Braddy running third again 
and Indiana’s Mitchell in fifth and last 
transfer to the final. 

First lap of the final saw Graham, 
out of control, lose the machine in front 
of Rob Murray. Both riders went down 
hard with no major damage to the 
riders, but one machine was totally 
destroyed. 

On the re-start it was Davidson in 
front looking like the early season 
winner he was last Spring. 

Mead and Fortune swapped second 
place back and forth all the way with

Mead taking the place by inches at the 
line. Oklahoma’s Braddy came from the 
back and was running a closing fourth at 
the finish. Arizona’s Halkola finished in 
sixth with Indiana’s Mitchell right on his 
rear wheel at the flag. 

The AMA pro riders have next 
Friday night on the half-mile as a season 
finale which will be topped off by a 
special Michigan vs. California 10-lap 
match race that will pit Springsteen, 
Keener, Beauchamp and Droste against 
four California Experts. ə

Skip Aksland (Yam) set the 
fastest time trial of 47.44 then 
Rick Hocking (Yam) second at 
47.52, To round out the top four 
for the Trophy Dash came Johi. Allison 
(Yam) and the lone Triumph of John 
Gennai. 

There were only two heats. Heat one 
Eddie Wirth (H-D) and John Allison 
dragged off the line but Allison went 
over the handlebars in the esses. Wirth 
still held first, then came Skip Aksland 
and Mike Myers (H-D). Terry Dorsch 
(H-D) made his move past Myers into 
third then got by Aksland to really start 
pushing after Wirth. Aksland wasn’t 
about to stay back, gave chase, and 
passed Dorsch only to find he was going 
a bit too fast. He tried a berm shot off 
the duck pond rim and fell, putting him 
out of the evening’s action.

Paul Bostrom (H-D) made 
the third transfer. 

It was six transfers from the semi and 
naturally Rick Hocking was one who 
wanted in to the Main. He had taken 
second in the Pacific Coast Regional and 
planned on a win this time. Hocking 
took the lead followed by Bob Sanders 
(Tri), Randy Skiver (H-D) and Dennis 
Briggs (Yam). In that first sort out John 
Allison came up very quickly from his 
last row starting position, also wanting 
one of the transfers. He, like Hocking, 
was in the Semi due to mistakes in the 
heats. Hocking was hauling and built up 
a nice lead. Right after the jump Briggs 
got by Sanders into third. Harley rider 
Tom Berry shot on up to fifth and as 
the flag fell Randy Skiver (H-D) was 
holding onto sixth and final transfer. 

John Gennai jumped the gun at the 
Trophy Dash but the four riders finally 
got away. Due to his earlier crash 
Aksland had been replaced by first 
alternate Eddie Wirth. Hocking took the 
win looking back at Gennai over his 
shoulder. Then came Wirth and Allison. 

Things happened quickly at the start 
of the main. Tom Berry in the back row 
really shot for the front in the first 
charge but as the pack got into where it 
tightens up the pileup started. Three 
went down and Bob Sanders and Mike 
Myers made it back for the re-start. 
Unlucky John Allison could not and 
first alternate John Sperry (Suz) took 
his place. 

This time Gennai took the lead, then 
Wirth, John Hateley, Terry Dorsch and 
Paul Bostrom. Coming out of the 
half-mile Wirth got a drive and ran side 
by side with Gennai down the. front 
chute taking over the lead as lap two 
started. Just a bit later it was John 
Hateley shoot around Gennai on the 
half-mile, almost catching and passing 
Wirth in the process. He went to go 
outside of him on the south turn but 
Geenai seized the opportunity to nip 
by. 

Around lap four Gennai got Wirth 
on the outside and at once point the 
battlers went through part of the lake 


_turns with Gennai as a sandwich filling 


between Hateley and Wirth on the 
inside line. They were flat having at it 
with Terry Dorsch lurking just behind 
out of the battle zone. 

Still they shuffled around. Hateley 
passed Wirth on the straight and caught 
up to Gennai approaching the jump 
with his fans screaming. He flew high 
and fast, passing Gennai in the air but 
Gennai just left it on as they shot for 
that right hander. They both got around 
it without a tumble or a skid, Hateley in 
front. Hateley then started pulling away 
from Gennai but fourth place Terry 
Dorsch was dogging Wirth. Behind them 
was Rick Hocking with Mike Myers in 
pursuit. 

, Wirth went out with mechanical 
problems and his disappointment as he 
coasted into the pits was mirrored in the 
stands. Tom Berry was the next casualty 
and there was Hateley romping away in 
front but suddenly in the lake turns he 
pulled over, the stands roaring im 
disbelief and John showing intense 
frustration. I couldn't verify it but we 
believe the chain came off. Again! 

With only seven bikes left in these 
very late stages, Terry Dorsch pulled out 
all stops on Gennai but just didn’t have 
time to get a real chance at John, as 
Rick Hocking came around for third 
and Mike Myers fourth. 

Gennai happily accepted the trophy 
as Golden West TT champion. Now that 
he is Expert it’s easy to forget that as a 
Junior on the half-mile he smashed 
every record in the book back in 1973 
and still holds them.. Not only that 
those times are faster than the 
comparable expert laps held by Mert 
Lawwill, Rex Beauchamp and Gary 
Scott!+For TT fans it was good racing.

National Number One, Jammin’ Jimmy 
Weinert. Weinert slipped out on a greasy 
off-camber turn on lap two, dropping 
back from what probably would have 
been a top five placing. He restarted to 
eventually finish ninth in round one. 

Pomeroy quickly cut through the 
front runners, edging closer to Bad Brad 
on every- turn and moving into second 
place by the fifth lap. Wolsink and 
DeCoster had started slowly in about 
10th and 11th place, but they too were 
picking off riders in a steady move to 
the front. 

By the time Pomeroy stepped up the 
pace and began a strong, steady attack 
to Lackey’s flank, Pierre Karsmakers 
had picked up fifth place and, as Jim 
closed on the leader, Karsmakers took 
over third. Pomeroy closed to within a 
couple seconds of Lackey as Pierre 
followed along some 16-18 seconds 
behind. 

At around the 25-30 minute range, 


Lackey held off Pomeroy; Karsmakers 
rode safely ahead of Gaylon Mosier and 
Marty Smith; and Tony DiStefano and 
Kent Howerton held off DeCoster and 
Wolsink. Then DeCoster started his 
drive. 

He overtook Howerton, then closed 
on DiStefano. A lap later, he’d gotten 
by Tony. Meanwhile, Karsmakers had 
dropped out with a broken piston. 

The only Honda teamster left in the 
race, Marty Smith also stepped up his 
pace and reeled in Mosier. DeCoster 
followed not far behind. Roger, 
considering that he had no rear brake, 
was putting in an outstanding ride on 
the hilly Road Atlanta course. 

Pomeroy chose his spot well, and on 
the long front section of the track right 
before the largest crowd of spectators, 
he squeezed past Lackey. Brad gave no 
ground, holding tight to Pomeroy’s rear 
fender, but on the next lap, while he 
was trying an inside line to get under

the Bultaco rider, Brad crashed. By this 
time, the pair had pushed so far ahead 
of the others that Brad was able to 
remount and maintain his second place. 


Second moto 

Bad Brad, the day’s holeshot ace, 
zapped ’em again at the start of round 
two, leading the first lap followed by 
Marty Smith, Gerrit Wolsink, Jim 
Pomeroy, Gary Chaplin, Tony 
DiStefano and Steve Stackable. 
Stackable, after starting slowly in the 
first moto, had clutch problems that 
held the tall Maico maestro back to 
15th. Round two, it turned out, was no 
improvement. Clutch problems 
persisted, and after the Maico’s seat fell 
off early in round two, Steve had to 
drop out. 

Gerrit Wolsink wasted no time taking 
over the lead within the first three laps 
of the second moto and holding it, 
virtually unchallenged, until near the 
30-minute mark. 

Pomeroy passed Smith, and on lap 
seven Jim made his move to overtake 
Brad. Lackey retaliated on the next lap, 
repassing Pomeroy. 

By this time DeCoster, following 
Wolsink’s example, moved up from 11th 
place on lap one to put a lot of pressure 
on Smith, currently running in fourth. 
The World Champion pushed hard, and 
Smith tried frantically to hold him off. 

DeCoster passed both Smith and 
Pomeroy, then did the same to Lackey. 
Once clear of the Brad/Bimbo duel, 
DeCoster dialed the yellow RN370 Suzy 
to the win channel and in the remaining 
15 minutes closed an immense gap to 
catch and pass Wolsink for the lead. Not 
satisfied to back off once out in front, 
the champ continued his blazing pace to 
establish a commanding lead for the 
final flag. 

With DeCoster long gone, Pomeroy 
resumed his attack on Lackey, getting 
by within a couple laps. Lackey by this 
time was slowing, reportedly due to his 
rear shocks going bad. By moto’s end 
Smith and DiStefano had also gotten 
past Husky’s top rated American 
motocrosser. 

Jim Pomeroy’s first moto win, 
backed up by his third in round two, 
earned the first victory of. the 
Trans-AMA series for Team Bultaco. œ

in tum one just a split second be- 
fore his bike ripped a hole in the 
crash wall. Steve was helped back 
to the pits and was so dizzy that 
he did not make the restart of that 
event losing any chance of retaining the 
Championship. Steve was replaced by 
Bobby Schwartz, who ended up riding 
all five of Steve’s events. 

Scott Sivadge was just one point off 
a perfect score with 14 points to win his 
first title and become the new Track 
Champ at Ventura. Dubb Ferrell with a 
score of 13 points got second for the 
night. (Dubb is a past holder of the 
Firecracker Derby title.) 

Larry Shaw finished in a tie with Jeff 
Sexton at 12 points each. Larry won the 
runoff for third. He was the only rider 


all night to beat Scott Sivadge. Larry 
also beat Mike Bast, breaking up the tie 
between Sivadge and Bast. 


San Bernardino, California 
September 24, 1975 


A standing-room-only crowd packed 
Inland Motorcycle Speedway in San 
Bernardino Wednesday night to witness 
Scott Sivadge lead with 40 points going 
into the fifth round of qualifying for 
the United States National 
Championships, one up on current 
speedway titlist Steve Bast. He emerged 
with a front-running total of 51 after a 
near-perfect night of racing. Only 
“stablemate” Sonny Nutter defeated 
Sivadge and kept him front attaining 
his third “perfecto” of the qualifiers.

However, the night belonged to Mike 
Bast and Rick Woods. Both former 
national titlists, Bast, returning after a 
three weeks absence, and Woods, 
making his local bow, turned in perfect 
scores of 12 each to deadlock for the 
track’s championship. Woods’ right 
elbow, dislocated 10 days ago during 
the Bakersfield qualifier, bothered him 
throughout the night, eliminating an 
opportunity for a race-off to determine 
undisputed possession of the local 
mantle. 

Costa Mesa, California 

September 26, 1975 

It took 192 events, 768 laps and six 
nights of racing to end up with the top 
16 riders in the nation to compete in 
the U.S. Speedway Championship. 
Friday night at Costa Mesa was the sixth 
and final round of qualifying. 

Scott Sivadge has been the high point 
man from the beginning and turned in a 
perfect score of 12 points to earn him 
the top seat in the Nationals. His total 
score for the six nights, 63 points. 

Mike Bast turned in a score of 12 
points for the night as well, forcing a 
run off between Bill Cody, Scott and 





Mike. Mike took the checkered with 
Scott second and Cody third. Mike, a 
two time holder of the National title 
and Firecracker Derby winner, earned 
the number two spot with a total score 
of 59 points. The current U.S. 
Speedway titlist, Steve Bast, with 57 
points for the six nights earned third 
spot in the Nationals. 

Bill Cody, the third man to turn in a 
perfect score of 12 points, moved into 
fourth overall with 57 points, tied with 
Steve Bast. Sonny Nutter with 11 points 
for the night finished fourth, earning 
the ninth spot in the National. Mike 
Curoso turned in 11 points, earning the 
fifth spot for the night and fifth spot 
for the National. 

Friday night there was a lot of joy 
but a lot of sadness as well. Top names 
in the sport like Mike Konle, Bill Gray, 
Mark Cherf, Dave Sims, Bill Meister, 
Larry Moon, Jim Gresham, Brian Short, 
and a dozen more will just sit back on 
November 1 at the L. A. Coliseum along 
with an estimated 25,000 fans and 
enjoy the richest race in the history of 
Speedway. e

Pierce on foo-bar: 
“Incredible!”

Before the tragic 250 GP accident 
that hospitalized him with broken 
bones, racer Ron Pierce talked 
about the new ‘“‘foo-bar” (parallel- 
ogram) rear suspension Kawasaki 
KR750. Having just returned wide-eyed 
from a practice session on the new bike, 
Pierce excitedly rattled off to his pit 
crew. 

“It’s incredible! It feels like you’ve 
got no suspension at all — not because 
it’s rough, but because it’s just perfectly 
level all the time. There isn’t any weight 
transfer, no wheelies, no anything. It 
just handles fantastic. The bumps I feel 
on the 250 aren’t even there on the 
750.” 

Asked by a bystander whether or not 
he could feel when the rear tire was on 
the limit of traction (about to let go) 
with the new suspension system, Pierce 
reported, “It’s got a lot of feel. 

“T wish my 250 handled this good,” 
Pierce continued. “‘You can go into and 
around a corner faster, and get on the 
gas earlier. Now I’m all bummed out — 
because I don’t have one.”

Cold, hard cash, barbecuing steak, 
kegged beer, a party after the race, and 
some of -the prettiest countryside 
anywhere: these are just a few of the 
things awaiting California road racers 
willing to venture a two-day drive 
north. 

This does not happen just once or 
twice a year but at every race, and 
there are thirteen road race meets at 
Kent, (Wash.) and Westwood (B.C.) 
alone, plus an additional four at 
Portland International in Oregon. 

Girlfriend Beth Rotsel and I picked 
up Rocky Kent Rockwell one 
Wednesday evening in Costa Mesa at 
his “home” in a blue maxi-van behind 
Monotrack Engineering. We loaded his 
T-Zed 250, spares, tires, tools, and 
everything else needed for two weeks 
of racing, camping, and sightseeing, 
and pointed my van north on the 
freeway. Our plan was to race two 
consecutive weekends, first at Kent 
near Seattle, and then at Westwood 
just outside Vancouver, and to spend 
the intervening week taking in as much 
of the geography of the Northwest as 
possible. 

We took 101 out of San Francisco 
along the coast to Crescent City. 
Although it is a nice drive, particularly 
through Redwood National Park, 101 
is not a road for making time. 
Interstate 5 will get you from L.A. to 
Portland in about 22 hours of nonstop 
driving. It took us six hours longer for 
the excursion up 101 to Granite Pass, 
Oregon. 

We spent Thursday night at a 
Oregon state campground. The cost is 
$3 a day, which includes electrical 
hook-up if your van or mobile home is 
so equipped. Oregon state campsites, 
recreation parks and rest areas are 
some of the most complete and are the 
best cared-for facilities in the U.S. or 
Canada. 

We chased the sun and crossed the MT. RAINIER 
Columbia River into Washington at NATL. PARK 
Longview, about 50 miles down river 
from Portland. In contrast to Oregon, 
Washington has no campsites and very 
few picnic areas or rest areas west of 
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Up the west coast road racing circuit cont’d 


Portland along the Columbia River. 
But the law does allow camping on 
roadsides in Washington. 

We passed through a lot of rugged 
little coast towns along 101, which we 
followed to Aberdeen. Productive 
enterprise is centered around seafood 
— primarily oysters — and lumber. The 
highways were covered with wood 
chips from the big logging rigs. 

From Aberdeen we headed for 
Olympia and Tumwater, home of 
Olympia beer. We were hoping to tour 
the brewery but got there after closing 
on Friday. The brewery is open for 
tours from 8 a.m. to 4:30 seven days a 
week. 

Seattle International Raceway, or 
Kent — the name most everyone seems

to use — is located off Interstate 5 
between Tacoma and Seattle. Take the 
Auburn turn-off (U.S. 18) and drive 
about six miles past the town of 
Auburn and it will take you right to 
the front gate. 

Although the meetings are normally 
one-day events, this particular 
weekend included Grand Prix “racing 
on Saturday with a 5-hour marathon 
for production bikes on Sunday. 
Production rules are strictly adhered 
to. “Production” means just as the 
bike comes off the showroom (no 
rear-sets, milled heads, cut pistons, 
etc.). 

Typical of the openness we found 
among people of the Northwest — 
despite the fact that camping at the 
track was only scheduled for Saturday 
night — the security guard was kind 
enough to unlock the gate and allow 
us to spend the forenight there and 
even take a few laps around the track 
in the van. 

The track is run counter-clockwise. 
It is 2 4 miles around with nine or so 
turns and a %-mile long straight. Taller 
gearing than at Ontario is necessary; it 
is in fact almost Daytona gearing. The 
track surface is in perfect condition 
and the surroundings are absolutely 
beautiful. 

Entry fee (including complete 
insurance coverage) is $8 and no 
license or association membership is 
necessary. One of the best things 
about thé racing is the amount of 
track time you get for your eight 
bucks. We had three eight-lap heats 


‘with each heat scored separately. 


At Kent it rains and there is no way 
to predict when. Race day was bright 
and sunny, save two short cloud-bursts 
which lasted only a few minutes. 
Unfortunately those few minutes 
caused Rocky (who had never before 
raced in the rain) to throw his bike 
down the road once each cloud-burst. 
The second time nearly destroyed 


himself and the bike. Slick tires, which 
Rocky was using, only aggravate the 
problem. No one runs slicks up north. 

We were surprised at the scarcity of 
road racers and the relatively small 
number of entries, but the riders are 
enthusiastic and the organizers seem to 
have an ideal program. After every 
race at Kent there is free kegged beer 
and a real feeling of comradship 
among the competitors. Trophies are 
awarded through sixth place and the 
top- scorer in each class gets an 
engraved mug. There were numerous 
contingency awards from dealers, 
items like oil and plugs. 

We all agreed that Kent was the 
most fun we have had at a club race in 
a long time. 

If you’re frugal, thrifty, or the 
average road racer, you can save a few 
bucks by using the state campgrounds 
to shower, shave, and whatever, then 
camp and cook your meals along some 
deserted road. 

Mt. Rainier National Park is a 
back-packers’ nirvana, with over 300 
miles of trails. We decided to take a 
short, two-hour hike along a trail to 
Carter Falls. The trail was steep and 
paralleled a rushing stream cascading 
from one of the glaciers a few 
thousand feet above. As if someone 
had purposely placed it there to 
challenge the foolhardy, there was a 
narrow log spanning the falls at the 
point where its 100-foot verticle drop 
began. Rising to the challenge (or 
admitting to the foolhardiness) I make 
it across the log one way, but on the 
return trip I slipped while trying to 
leap to the “safety” of a boulder near 
the bank. There was a split second of 
horror when I was sure I was on my 
way over the falls. (It was similar to 
that milli-second of terror about a year 
ago when I came adrift of my T-Zed 
going red-line in 6th into turn one at 
Ontario.) I came out of the water 
well-chilled but in otherwise sound 
shape. (I should have been so lucky at 
Ontario.) 

We left Mt. Rainier for Seattle late 
Monday. Whenver we had a particular 
destination in mind, most of the 
passing scenery was just a blur with 
Beth having the smallest but heaviest 
foot. We encountered zero opposition 
from state or local authorities 


anywhere except on Interstate 5 
coming into Seattle from the south. “ 
There was a regular pogrom going on

with a couple of well-hidden radar 
traps and at least a dozen chase cars 
within a ten-mile stretch. Vans with 
mags and fancy paint don’t get it 
anymore: C.B.’s and super-snoopers 
are where it’s at. Outwitting “Smokie” 
has become a sport and, just like 


-racing, it takes money to play. 


Seattle is laced with lakes, rivers, 
and canals. We drove aboard the ferry 


“Look; Rocky, I don’t think 
anything is wrong with your 
bike or my stopwatch!” 


“Spokane” in downtown Seattle about 
midnight, having spent only a short 
time in Seattle because the mono-rail 
is a rip-off (even at 20 cents) and the 
space needle is a bigger rip-off at $1.25 
per person. I did win a green du Hamel 
frog for Beth at the amusement park 
(the only thing I won during the whole 
trip!) 

The thirty-minute ferry across 
Puget Sound to Winslow cost $2.20 
plus 85 cents per passenger. We headed 
up State Highway 305 across Agate 


Pass Bridge to State 104 and Port . 


Gamble, which is a restored ghost 
town. 

We spent most of a day in historic 
and picturesque Port Townsend. Their 
Chamber of Commerce calls it the 
“Key City of the Pacific Northwest.” 
The town is a veritable Victorian 
museum. Some 200 homes throughout 
the city have signs with the date of 
building and the name of the original 
owner. Wally Exum is a noted artist 
and author who runs the “Old 
Quarantine Station” on the main drag. 
We purchased a few of his pen-and-ink 
drawing for a fraction of what they 
sell for in L.A. 

The transport ferry “M.V. Coho” 
leaves Port Angeles, Washington four 
times daily for Victoria. During the 
peak traffic of the summer months it 
is a good idea to show up at the 
loading dock at least two hours before 
sailing time. After paying the $15.75 
fare for the van and three passengers, 
we sat out the 2-hour wait playing 
pool in one of the local pubs and 
cooking dinner on the pier. 

I slept through the 90-minute 
voyage. Beth wrote post cards. 
Victoria, the capital of the Canadian 
province of British Columbia, is a 
veritable light show at night, with 
colored flood lights, buildings outlined 
in tiny white lights, and street lights 
illuminating intriguing shops and 
restaurants. It has an Olde English 
atmosphere with numerous 
British-goods stores, tea shops, the 
buildings of Parliament and a vast 
number of English cars. 

After spending the night outside 
Victoria we drove the 14 miles up 
Route 17 to Sidney to catch another 
ferry, this time bound for the San 
Juan Islands. Lying in the uppermost 
part of Puget Sound and considered 
one of the ten most desirable placed in 


- North America to live, the nearly 120 


islands still have a combined 
population of only a few thousand. 
Rocky and I both had a lot of work 
to do on the bikes before race day at 
Westwood. We found a spot atop 
Constitution Mountain in Moran State 
Park on Orcas Island, which 
overlooked all the surrounding islands 
for miles. We even got within ten feet 
of a rare Appaloosa deer, one of a 
dozen deer we spotted on the trip. 





After spending most of the day 


_cleaning Washington topsoil out of 


Rocky’s engine and trying to get the 
gremlins out of mine, we passed the 
evening drinking beer and eating pizza 
and subsequently missed the last ferry 
leaving the island that night. We 
caught the six o’clock ferry the next 
morning and drove straight to 
Vancouver from Anacortes up 
Interstate 5 to Canada Highway 99. 
There is an excellent tourist 
information center just after you cross 
the border. . 
Vancouver is a first-class city, 
with all the attractions of any large 
city in the U.S. It is also an open city, 
having double the crime rate per capita 


- of any city in the States. Everything 


seemed a -trifle over-priced but we 
found out that local wages are 
correspondingly high. We spent about 
three days in the Vancouver area as 
guests of Canadian racers we met at 
Kent, but really didn’t get a feeling 
one way or the other about the city as 
far as being a desirable place to live. 

We drove out Highway 7 to Port 
Coquitlam where Westwood Raceway 
is located. We had a couple days to 
waste and we were getting pretty tired 
of the rapid pace we had been keeping, 
so. we decided to kick back and take a 
leisurely canoe trip up the Pitt River 
near Coquitlam. We had some trouble 
navigating the rapid parts of the river 
and ended up spending a good deal of 
the time wading in the frigid water, 
pulling the canoe by rope until we 
surrendered to the greater force and 
enjoyed a rapid trip back down to 
calmer waters. 
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Orcas Island on top of 
Constitution Ridge. 


We spent a day at Paul Billings’ 
parents’ home in Coquitlam just 
minutes from the track. Paul is a local 
racer who had the misfortune of 
coming off his G.P. bike and breaking 
his leg just a few days before he was to 
leave for the National at Laguna Seca. 
We were treated like family by the 
Billingses, much as we were by 
everyone we met in Canada. Canadian 
riders for the most part are not the 
suspicious, ego-centric, glory-hungry 
breed we have here. Ask people who 
have been around the Aldanas, Fishers, 
McLaughlins, etc., what they really 
think of them as people. Then ask 
them what they think of Yvon du 
Hamel, Steve Baker, Jim Allen, etc., 
and you will know what I am talking 
about. 

I can’t understand why Canadian 
races don’t draw more riders. There is 
plenty of racing and we’re told that 
rain actually falls at only one or two 
races out a dozen. The weather for the 
whole trip was fantastic. Race day got 
up to 25 degrees Celcius, which works 
out to about 87 degrees. Canada is 
strictly metric. Remember there are 
five quarts in one Canadian (Imperial) 
gallon when mixing up your gas-oil 
ratio. Speaking of gas and oil — bring 
your oil. Castrol R-30 is next to 
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“Mountain High Racing’’—Westwood Park in British Columbia. 


impossible to find and if you could it 
would cost you over $6 a quart. 

Canadian racing has many 
attractions and the biggest one is 
something the road racing club has 
going with the owner of Westwood. 
For a flat $25 membership and $15 
per year the track is available to 
motorcyclists every Wednesday and 
Saturday free of charge. 

The race course itself is in the hills, 
surrounded by dense forest. It has a 
nice pit area and concession stand. The 
track surface is in good condition and 
measures 1.8 miles around with its 
eight turns. It isn’t as fast as Kent — 
the gearing would be about that of 
Riverside. It is a very challenging and 
also quite dangerous course. There is 
no “Armco” anywhere, but the trees 
act as excellent boundaries. There are 
very few places you can leave the track 
safely. I saw three separate accidents 
in one corner alone. 

Canadian M/C Association license 
($17) is required and can be purchased 
at the track. Entry fee is $11 plus $4 
for each additional bike entered. The 
racing is not as well organized as it was 
at Kent. Corner workers are the 
volunteer type and the ambulance 
driver needs instruction as to which 
side of the track to drive on. They run 
two ten-lap heats for each class. No 
trophies are given — only money. Both 
of these things should be incorporated 
into our local club racing. Purses are 
always at least $500. They only pay 
the G.P. classes (three cheers!), paying 
through third place. Rocky finished 
with two fourths which somehow 
added up to a third overall, and he 
collected $30. 

Steve Baker often shows up and we 
all know how well he goes (2nd 250, 
8rd 750 at Laguna). Jim Dunn is 
another regular with his factory H-D’s. 
(Would you believe 38mm carbs on his 
250?) Ken Botham, Bruce Lind, Ron 
Kirkham, and Steve Souter also go 
very hard at both Kent and Westwood. 

Note: Steve Souter was involved in 
that fatal accident at Laguna Seca 
during the Novice heat. 

There are always at least 500-600 
paying spectators that come out on 
any given Sunday. During their 
two-day National points events they 
will get a couple thousand. This is 
a definite plus. I wonder how they do 
it! 

Did you ever notice how everyone 
can’t wait to pack up and leave after 
their race is over at local A.F.M. or 
C.M.C. road races? Dig this — when 
the racing is over at Westwood, 
everyone heads for turn three which is 


aptly called the clubhouse turn, so 
named because there is a big hexagonal 
club house there. There are cases of 
beer, a super-friendly atmosphere, and 
everyone going out of his way to make 
you feel at home. When the prize 
money is given out and your name is 
called, everyone claps, cheers, yells, 
and for the first time you feel like 
you're getting some recognition. 
With the racing over and a long 
drive facing us, we opted for an 
interesting side trip (Of almost 200 
miles) that took us to the Olympic 
National Park Rain Forest. The park 
covers 1,400 square miles stretching 
along the seacoast for over fifty 
straight miles. Mt. Olympus is 7,965 
feet high and we could see it clearly 
earlier on our trip while touring Orcas 
Island. There are some sixty glaciers 
and small lakes. The rain forests have a 
yearly precipitation exceeding 140 
inches — three times that of Portland 
(and it rains a lot in Portland). Some 
species of trees grow as much in forty 
years as the same species growing 
elsewhere take 200 years to grow.

There is one more race at 
Westwood, October 19, and a full 
season will soon be scheduled both 
there and at Kent. Quite a few 
Southern California riders are making 
plans. If you need additional 
information you can call me at (213) 
430-2852. Don’t forget about the 
strict production rules. All the guys 
trying to play catch on their TZ 350’s 
will be elated to know there is a 
paying 500 G.P. class at Westwood. 

Organize your trip carefully. Make 
a vacation of it. Don’t try to see 
everything. Leave the slicks at home. 
Bring a friend and plan on having a great 
time racing in the great Pacific 
Northwest.

What would a girl know about it all? Well, what girl you know can tell 
the difference between an E-57 plug and an N-57G, or what 20mm out 
of the head pipe of an expansion chamber will do? Or can your girl 
friend or wife clean and reassemble a TZ 700 carburetor, making sure 
all 16 parts are properly installed and in good shape? 

Female involvement is characteristic of motorcycle road racing, and 
is one of several respects in which this differs from most other sports. A 
golfer’s or ball player’s wife may be present at every event where her 
husband participates and be involved in the state-to-state travel and 
even the pre-event tension. But then she can sit back and watch the 
happening, whereas at this point the road racer’s wife is usually busy 
cleaning windscreens and face shields, taking accurate lap times, and 
keeping an eye on the competition — at the very least. Somehow I 
always seem to get even more involved and end up with grease under 
my fingernails and some sort of non-removable stain on my favorite 
blouse. Be it gearing or tire or carburetor changes, or taking apart the 
whole bloody engine, Allan and I work together — and I follow his 
instructions to the letter. Though I ask him to check most everything I 
do, he rarely looks up. As he goes out to practice my mind goes back 
over everything I’ve done to be sure nothing was left out or overlooked. 
I’m mentally biting my fingernails! And then there are wives like Jim 
Allen’s Carol who are so vitally important to the racing program that 
they would never be left at home. The last I heard, Carol was getting a 
back carrier for the new baby so she would not even miss one race after 
it was born. 

Another difference from other sports is in the public indifference 
toward road racing. I have yet to meet one person not connected with 
motorcycling who has heard of top riders like Kenny Roberts or Gary 
Scott. Even many so-called motorcycle enthusiasts don’t really know 
what road racing is. In spite of the total involvement and dedication of 
these athletes, they enjoy little recognition. 

A third way road racing differs from most sports is in the danger 
factor. A golfer’s wife can follow him around the golf course while the 
road racer’s wife must wait that minute and forty-two seconds for a 
short glimpse each lap. When the 1:42 becomes 1:47 the anxiety 
mounts by leaps and bounds. “He must have run out of gas. No, we just 
added some. Maybe something has gone wrong with the bike.” The 
possibility that the rider has come off and is hurt is the last thought 
allowed to enter the mind — being suppressed up to the last possible 
moment. I’ve even gone out in the crash truck, my heart pounding 
three times its normal rate, talking about how I hoped “the bike” was 
all right. 

An approaching road race always means a change in the normal 
rountine of life when it’s done semi-professionally (or, rather, when 
you are forced to hold down a job in addition to your number-one 
love). That approaching date means endless hours of preparation 
squeezed into an already tight schedule. For us it also means getting 
leaves of absence from our jobs and renting out the apartment. It means 
arranging rides and airline reservations as well as getting all organized 
and packed. The mounting excitement is held back only by worries 
about preparations that may not allow us to go at all and about how 
the bike will run. 

Like that August when we left Los Angeles for the National Road 
Races at Talladega, Alabama and Charlotte, North Carolina and drove 
cross-country in my little VW, pulling a U-Haul trailer full of bikes, 
tools, spares, and luggage — everything we needed to live for a month. 
We had had to miss Daytona (and I missed the Atlanta-Loudon trip) so 
now that all the preliminary details were tended to and we were armed 
with credit cards for gas and had enough money saved for general living 
expenses, not even the prospect of day and night driving across the 
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A birds eve view of road racing 
continent could dampen my spirits. Steven McLaughlin on a talk show 
couldn’t have been happier! 

Unfortunately, a delay for replacement of our dying VW with a new 
Dodge van threw us off schedule and we arrived at the Talladega 
Intemational Raceway too late to get a covered garage. During practice 
the bike seized twice because of a faulty crankshaft and the engine 
rebuilding that day had to be done under the broiling Alabama sun. 
Final work was done that evening during a rain shower back at the 
motel. Luckily, Holiday Inns are very tolerant of engine rebuilding 
outside (and inside!) their rooms and consequently are very popular 
with riders. Next day my hero was doing very well in his heat when the 
bike seized up again, taking with it any hope of even running in the 
race, much less making any money. Dissappointment in the extreme. 

Later, with soothed spirits, we watched what was probably the most 
exciting race I had even seen with Yvon performing splendidly in his 
“super-frog” role. After watching one race from a scorer’s platform 
very close to the track, I’m not content to watch from anywhere but 
the usually-restricted areas where all the real action is seen. That is 
where you see Yvon hopping around totally in (?) control and Kenny 
Roberts scraping his knee and Marty Lunde passing three riders at a 
time in one infield corer. In fact, I wish I could hop on behind a rider 
and see the true racing picture from a rider’s point of view. 

Then, superb relaxation for two weeks between races — camping on 
beaches and in forests, skinny-dipping at night in the tepid Atlantic, 
visiting East-coast friends and relatives. It was a leisurely interlude of 
driving and seeing the South as we felt moved to. We would stop to 
watch a soccer game that we happened upon, or play tennis when we 
spotted an empty court, or shoot pool in a little bar in a strange town. 
It was very peaceful and we could rest and collect our thoughts. Ah, the 
road racing circuit can be a delightful trip. 

Now “a little work” on the machine, a short trip tò the next 
meeting, and the excitement has all retumed. It’s like someone has just 
breathed new life and new energy into us. Total alertness and awareness 
is reawakened. Nerves begin tensing for the ultimate moment of the 
start of the race. I watch Al and become vitally involved with the 
moods and the exacting work and the tension. We work together, yet I 
know how minimal the demands on me are in comparison to his total 
involvement of body and mind. But I think I’m just as nervous as he 
when I head for the scorer’s booth. I hate being so far away and leaving 
so far in advance of the actual race, especially when we have no other 
help. If last minute changes are necessary or problems arise I want to be 
there — not five stories above watching helplessly and waiting. 

No matter how “my” rider does in the race, I’m satisfied if he 
doesn’t get hurt. And it helps if the bike is still okay, too. But I’m most 
happy if he feels satisfied with his ride and we can leave the track still 
in the glow of a racing high. 

I am enchanted as I watch the beautiful symmetry and smooth flow 
of those powerful machines streaming past. To watch the difference 
between a novice rider and an expert, a professional reminds one what a 
fine art this road racing is. And I don’t watch as a curious bystander but 
rather in awe as I know how those beasts possess and control. They can 
be pushed only so far; then their beauty can tur to disaster. I watch 
Allan and our friends and others meeting and controlling myriad factors 
all for the sake of greater speed, greater mastery of “the monster.” 
Seeing a master of the art in action is an exhilerating experience and 
must be what overrides all the misery to keep a fan like me spellbound. 

Yet there are times when I can’t help but wonder if it’s all worth it. 
When engine rebuilding drags far into the night and nerves get so edgy 
from continuous lack of sleep that I don’t care if I never ever see 
another motor bike and I am ready to scream at the person I love most 
— then I can’t imagine anything stupider than motorcycle road racing. 
Or when we sit around all day waiting for a chance to try out some 
change only to have rain play havoc with the schedule — then, I begin 
to wonder why. Why am I here? What do I see in this sport? You 
sacrifice little luxuries to pay for parts and spend most of your leisure 
time tending to the bike and sometimes to a broken rider too. You 
spend hours and hours (or even days and days) driving, watching for 
speed traps, hoping you'll find open gas stations through stretches of 
wilderness in the middle of the night. And how about those little 
inconveniences like having to sneak in because no wives are allowed in 
the paddock on practice day, no toilets within a reasonable distance, 
and nobody else to do the scoring? Yet, when the trip is over except for 
the many-hour drive home, you feel terribly let down that it is all over 
and you have to return to “normal” life and you can’t imagine not 
going along on the next trip! 

In the between-race lull one might think there would be a similar lull 
in the racer’s single-minded concentration on the world of racing. Much 
to the contrary, even in a conversation about a non-racing subject Al 
often interjects what has been going on in the back of his mind — “I 
wonder if so-and-so would have that part I need,” or “Maybe if Jerry 
built those new pipes with. . .” And then, too, most of our friends are 


involved in racing or motorcycles in one way or another. When you put 
one racer with another you are bound to get motorcycle conversation. 
We eat, sleep, and drink racing. And Allan really does dream about it — 
I’ve seen him all tucked in, racing in his sleep! 

There have also been times when he could not sleep because of 
racing. Not just due to pre-race tension, but because of injuries and 
broken bones that were not given time to heal properly. I somethines 
wonder what he thought about on those long, sleepless nights. I almost 
feel that I understand racing and racers, but Ill never understand that 
part of it — and maybe they don’t either. When Al fell at Ontario at 
140 mph and then lay in the hospital with a broken back and shoulder 
and a hand so mangled that it made the doctor sick, and told me he was 
quitting, that he would never race again, I had to smile through the 
tears because the whole scene was a replay of a different race and a 
different hospital. I knew even then that it was just a matter of time 
until he would be out on the track again, even though I secretly hoped he 
would finally stop and take up something safe and sane. 

Advice to any girl thinking about dating a road racer? Just 
remember that this isn’t just any man — he’s first of all a racer and 
racing really does come first. But don’t worry about it. You'll either 
find out very quickly that you hate the whole scene or, because you 
love the man whose life it is, you’ll learn to love the racing life-style. In 
fact I’m afraid I’ve begun an addiction because normal life doesn’t even 
seem normal any more. I love the racing, as well as the man who does 
it.

“Killer DKW” has never been defeated in 125 Production racing, a galling fact to 
many competitors. Often accused of being illegal, the machine has been 
protested only once -- unsuccessfully. 

An amalgamation of porting specifications obtained from John Hey, Chuck 
Campbell, E.C. Birt, and Rudy Galindo combine with a piston modified per E.C. 
Birt specs to produce the fastest 125 producer ever to touch tires on tarmac at 
AFM races. A six-speed transmission and unlimited ground clearance help. The 
cylinder head remains stock, and the carb has not been updated, so the machine 
holds some speed in reserve. More speed hasn’t proved necessary, as the “Deek”’ 
usually places in the top three in the concurrently run 200cc class, and even beat 
the larger bikes once at Ontario. 

“Killer DKW” clinched this year’s 125cc AFM Championship for rider/owner 
John Ulrich September 21, with its 26th win in 26 starts. 





200 Production 

An absolutely stock Can-Am 175cc TNT loaned by the factory to magazine 
editor Art Friedman is the most feared in 200cc Production. Raced four times, 
this machine won three races against the fastest competition. The only time it 
lost was when Friedman forgot to solidly replace the spark plug lead after 
changing the plug. The lead fell off, Friedman lost three-quarter of a lap figuring 
out what was wrong, and then caught up to take second, only a few yards.

“This bike has a lot more wins than losses,”’ says Wally Karpynec of his 1966 
Suzuki X-6 Hustler. He found the bike in a wrecking yard, and it looks like it 
still belongs there. Often nominated for “Rat Bike of the Year,” the grimy 
Suzuki is the bike to beat in 250cc racing. “I don’t think it handles good,” 
relates Wally, even after changing to Girling shocks and 90 weight fork oil, “but 
I got used to it.” Ferodo brake linings get it stopped, and Wally’s own porting, 
an update to 26mm carbs, and 30mm shaved off the head give it go. “When it 
didn’t win it either was because I didn’t perform or else it broke “a not 
because it wasn’t capable of winning.”

Scott Clough owns the fastest 350 Yamaha competing in Southern California. 
Even though he has been beaten three times lately by Loren McCreary, Clough 
can trace those losses to bad luck, not a slow motorcycle. When he gets a fair 
starting position on the grid, does not foul a plug, and does not err seriously, 
Clough wins. Until recently, that meant all the time, but bad luck can only last 
so long.

What we will look at now are the most successful 
production motorcycles running on the “horsepower” 
courses used by the American Federation of Motorcyclists. 

The success of these “produce” machines cannot be 
measured in every case by sheer numbers of wins, for they 
are not all entered in every race. Rather, we measure their 
success in what we term the “fear factor.” When these 
motorcycles are unloaded at the track, everyone else in their 
respective classes knows that winning will be difficult. These 
are the bikes the other guys plot against, curse at, and 





500 Production 

Jerry Elkin dominates AFM 500cc 
Production racing. His Vanguard 
Engineering Honda gives Scott 
Clough (on his 500) fits. Yet Elkin 
says, “I don’t know why it’s so fast 
— everything just came together.” 
Vanguard made the pistons and a 
special one-off cam, but no frame 





or suspension changes. A Goodyear slick holds up the rear, a Dunlop KR76 the front. 

“It’s the most reliable bike here,” said Elkin before the September 21 Ontario race. “It’s got 11 
races on it now, and I’ve done no motor work.” Then he proceeded to drop a valve while in first place. 
From San Raphael, Elkin will be the next AFM 500 Production Champion, and in the top five overall as well. 


750 Production 

“There is no question in my mind 
that this is the best bike in 
production racing,” says Cook 
Neilson of his Ducati Super Sport 
Desmo 750. The Duck went 
through the traps at Daytona at 
138.25 mph at 8,800 RPM. That 
was the same trap speed as David 
Aldana’s Open class winning 
Kawasaki, and Cook now runs the 
bike up to 9,500 RPM. 

“The only place it gives anything 
away to the Dale Alexander Z-1s is 
in lower gear acceleration.” 

Heavy-wall frame tubing weighs 
60 pounds, but the frame does not 
flex. That allows use of the latest in 
slick technology. Cook used 
ultra-sticky slicks to easily beat 
both Reg Pridmore (BMW 900) and 
Bob Endicott (Kaw 900) at 
Riverside recently, and he thinks so 
much of the tires that he says he 
will give up racing if they are 
outlawed. 

Although the Duck has 
tremendous ground clearance, Cook 
has ground away the kickstarter 
shaft. “It is very easy to ride. You 
never have to deal with the bike,” 
says Cook. “You have to deal with 
the racetrack and the competition, 
but you never have to deal with the 
bike, because-it never does anything 
scary.” 

Shocks 1.4” longer than stock 
raise the rear end to allow quicker 
turning. Except for a Branch 
Flowmetrics porting and polishing 
of the cylinder head, Cook says the 
motor is stock. 

He says his bike’s exhaust 
system is “relocated for ground 
clearance,” but only Jerry Branch 
knows for sure. 


Open Production 

Picking a single Open bike for the 
“most feared” category is very 
difficult. No one bike has 
dominated the class in AFM racing 
this year. According to Cook 
Neilson, the Dale-Starr Kawasaki 


900 piloted by Yvon DuHamel is 
the most feared, but that is not a 
function of pure machinery — Yvon 
adds something to the package. 
Cook himself owns a feared bike, in 
the form of his 750 — Open riders 
fear being beaten by a smaller 
machine. Steve McLaughlin is 
convinced that his Action Fours 


Kawasaki 900 (formerly ridden by 
Bob Endicott) is the bike to beat. 
Pops Yoshimura has built a lot of 
horsepower, but not much 
handling, into a Kawasaki ridden by 
Wes Cooley, Jr., Reg Pridmore’s 
BMW is no slouch, either. There 
really hasn’t been a showdown to 
determine which bike is the bike.

ENGLAND, SEPTEMBER 
Wonder boy of the British motor- 
cycling scene, Barry Sheene won 
the Race of the Year at Mallory 
Park for the second year in a row. 
But though Sheene’s super 
skills impressed the crowd, it 
was visiting American Dave 
Aldana who provided the day’s 
biggest shock. 
He caught, passed and battled 


with Sheene for most of the 40 
laps of the 1.35 mile Mallory 
Park track, and only in the clos- 
ing stages was Barry able to open 
anything like a comfortable lead. 

“Tf it had rained I think I 
might have done even better” 
said second place man Aldana 
after the race. 

For many, Dave Aldana was 
the surprise package. He lapped 
the Mallory circuit faster than 
any other American had done 


before, including Kenny 
Roberts, and his showmanship 
ensured that he’ll be welcomed 
back in Britain, anytime! 

Cliff Carr crashed his big 
Yamaha on Saturday, and 
though he escaped injury his 
bike caught fire. The flames 
were quickly extinguished, but 
there was so much work to do 
on the bike that his mechanic 
Alaister Taylor sent Cliff back 
home for the night.

Nixon 
returns 


AFM ROAD RACE

ONTARIO, CAL., SEPT. 21 

Gary Nixon today took second 
place in an AFM Open GP race 
dominated by big-name profes- 
sionals out to get practice before 
the upcoming AMA National 
Championship. It was Nixon’s first 
race since he was seriously injured 
while testing a works Suzuki in 
Japan 15 months ago. 

“Im getting the muscles back in 
shape,” said Nixon after practice. “It 
looks good.” 

When the flag fell, Nixon led off the 
line and almost for a lap. Pat Hennen 
(Suz), Wes Cooley, Jr, (Yam), and Steve 
Baker (Yam) followed in close order. By 
the end of the first lap Hennen led, 
Baker followed, Nixon held third with 
John Boote (Yam), Warren Willing 
(Yam), and Cooley trailing. Willing and 
Mike Clarke (Yam) passed Boote. Clarke 
dropped out, Boote and Willing went at 
it in a thrilling dice, and Baker passed 
Hennen. Pat Hennen regained the lead, 
then quit. “It started to overheat and I 
figured I might as well stop while I was 
ahead, ” said Hennen. 

Willing dropped out near the end of 
the race with a broken ring, and the 
final order was Baker, Nixon and Boote. 
Bob Endicott used a TZ250 to place 
sixth overall, just behind Richard 
Seifried’s 350 and Richard Williamson’s 

` TZ700. 

Nixon said later that he was riding 
his Loudon bike, the rear brake didn’t 
work, the handlebars weren’t right, and 
that it slid around a lot. “This one has 
alittle more steering head angle than the 
other one,” he explained. “In one 
corner I had my foot down, third gear, 
the whole thing.” 

He displayed his right arm, rippled 
with scar tissue. “It isn’t quite all healed 
yet, but it hasn’t come apart.” When 
Nixon attempted to return to racing 
earlier this year at Daytona, a plate in 
one arm came loose — he called it a 
‘‘second elbow” — during practice, 
keeping him from racing. 

“Tm glad I came down from Canada 
to run it,” said Steve Baker, “just for 
the practice. I feel a lot better for the 
National now that I've got some time on 
the track. I didn’t get to run the 
National here last year.” 

Of his battle with Hennen Baker 
related, “We both weren’t riding real 
hard, sliding the tires and stuff. We were 
having fun and trying to learn the 
racetrack.” 

When John Boote, who took second 
at Laguna Seca, tried to enter the race 
earlier in the day, a minor AFM 
functionary told him he could not ride 
because he had missed the new rider 
program (a school for beginner AFM 
riders). Fortunately the irony was 
ironed out. Boote later commented on 
the race itself. “I’m glad I’ve gotten 
gearing sorted out. It was fun, but the 
people who run this should keep up on 
what’s going on in racing.” 

Absent from the Open GP clash was 
Ron Pierce, scheduled to ride a 
“‘foo-bar’’ (parallelogram) rear 
suspension KR750 Kawasaki. Pierce 
crashed and broke several bones in one 
arm, shoulder, and his foot during a 250 
GP race that Steve Baker also won. Bob 
Endicott followed Baker in that race. 

Steve McLaughlin, who missed Open 
GP when his Yamaha seized on the 
warm-up lap, won Open Production 
after staying in front — sometimes

barely— of Cook Neilson’s Ducati 750 
the entire race. But McLaughlin (Kaw 
900) said later that it wasn’t a race at 
all. “It was just for fun. There isn’t any 
reason to race before a National. I 
wanna race against Yvon DuHamel and 
Reg Pridmore, who keep getting credit 


for being the fastest Production riders. 
This was just for fun.” 

Neilson felt differently. “If I could 
have gotten in front of him in the 
infield somewhere, I could have held 
him off. But he rides those bikes really 
well.” s 


Rudy Galindo moved 12 points closer 
to his second AFM Number One title 
after Harry Klinzmann crashed heavily 
while practicing on a borrowed 125. 
Having broken two toes, Klinzmann 
did not race, and Galindo now has a 
commanding points lead.

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Passing Tech: 





It doesnt take magic, just attention to details

Of all the rituals associated with motorcycle road racing the technical 
inspection is probably the least understood by the neophyte rider. 
Often a rider shows up-.at a track for the first time with little idea of 
what must be done or how to do it. Observers once noted with 
amusement that an apprentice instructor in the AFM’s new rider 
school had simply looped a single strand of wire through a hole in his 
Honda's drain plug, wound it once around the frame, and twisted the 
ends. 

The AFM likes to advertise "When it come to road racing safety, 
one organization stands out — AFM.” The club is very proud of its 
tech inspection and associated safety measures, but a discussion with 
tech inspector Dick Pearce revealed that even a large, 
safety-conscious organization can have a heart. 

“They can put all the rules together they want,” said Pearce at a 
recent race, as he checked one of the hundreds of bikes that would 
be pushed through his line that day, “but if you play it all by the 
rules you'll be as much of a bureaucracy as the AMA. 

“The main thing we're looking for is a little pride in the 
machinery. Usually the fellow who takes pride has bothered to take 
care of all the little details that have to be ironed out. If the bike's 
clean, the guy’s usually interested in having everything right. 

“This philosophy works 99% of the time. The guy who brings me 
an immaculate machine usually has everything wired, everything 
tight. The personality of the rider can also reflect the condition of

his machinery. If he has his act together, his bike is usually right. But 
occasionally we do find that even the best rider will goof up — we're 
all human. 

“We find a lot of too-tight chains after a guy has been working on 
his gearing. And we see a lot of front axle caps with loose nuts. The 
main thing we find is rear axle adjuster lock nuts loose, and the axle 
itself out of line. With the kind of horsepower these bikes are putting 
out now, that can make a big difference in the handling. 

“If we do find something, we make them fix it first, then give 
them the sticker, because I’ve had too many guys promise to fix 
something and then not do it. But we let them come to the head of 
the line after we've sent them away to fix a specific problem, so they 
don't have to wait a second time. You can irritate anybody by 
sending him to the end of the line for just a small thing. 

“My main interest is the safety of the rider and not the 
enforcement of the letter of the law. If we did enforce the letter of 
the law, we could probably hang a lot of people. But the object is to 
give the rider the opportunity to race without hurting himself or 
someone else because of his machinery.” 

Handy-dandy tech tip: Don’t try to pull a fast one on the Tech 
Inspector just because he sounds reasonable. Once caught trying to 
get away with something uncalled for, a rider can expect no mercy. 
But for the rider sincerely trying to prepare a safe motorcycle, 
passing tech inspection really isn’t hard.

PRODUCTION RACING 








Production class amateur road racing is one of the easiest 
and least expensive forms of motorcycle competition for 
a beginner to get started in. Production racing, by 
definition, requires no more in the way of machinery 
than an unmodified street bike. Odds are that anyone 
who’s contemplated entering the world of pavement 
racing already has one. Like the rider who shows up at 
his first MX with a Japanese trail bike, the new 
soon-to-be scratcher has probably been playing racer by 
himself and has gotten to the point. where he wants to 
run against the local established go-fasters. Way down 
deep he thinks he stands a chance at winning. In 
production racing, maybe he’s right. 

But before a street rider, no matter how skilled in the 
art of fast riding, can dethrone the reigning king of the 
circuits; he has to learn the big basic difference between 
play-racing and the real thing: preparation. 

The first test of his M/C 1.Q. is “Bike Inspection.” 
Many new folks either spend race day morning doing a 
lot of unexpected work on their scoots or they just get 
super discouraged due to being unprepared for 
inspection. Shot down without being given a chance? 
Not really. If you read this you can pass “Inspection” 
and go on to the “pits.” 


Motorcycle modifications come in two categories: 
(1) those that you have to do, and (2) those that you 
may do. The have-to changes are done in the interest of 
safety, while the may-do mods help you go faster. One 
important thought to keep in mind while making any 
changes is to do all work in a good workmanlike manner. 
It’s not only safer and better appearing; it also impresses 
tech inspectors and makes life easier for you. 

Step one is to remove anything that sticks out from 
the cycle and could puncture your (or someone else’s) 
body in the event of a get-off. The rulebook lists side 
stands and center stands, but consider the hurt involved 
in getting snagged on crash bars, luggage racks, mirrors, 
sissy bars, license plate edges or signal stalks, and you'll 
see the wisdom in making a clean sweep of the entire 
bike. Inspectors will insist on it. 

Any oil fitting or drain plug must be safety wired. Oil 
spills on the asphalt will immediately dump any rider 
whose wheel finds one. Instantly. Think how moody 
you'd be if someone else unwittingly sabotaged you. 
And sore. 

Pick up a set of number plates at your local dirt bike 
shop. You need three of them, one on each side and one 
over the headlight. The side plates must be mounted so 
that the numbers. are completely and easily visible while 
you are on the bike in riding position. The front plate 
must have a one inch hole in the middle of it so the

inspector can see that your headlight is working. The 
numbers should be carefully formed and easy to read at 
a glance. It’s really a bummer being mis-scored. 

Headlight and taillight must operate for the inspector. 
The instruments, both tach and speedo, must work. All 
lenses on lights and instruments must be taped to keep 
them from shattering in a fall, but the lens area need not 
be completely covered. Leave a hole in the middle of the 
headlight tape to line up with the hole in your number 
plate for the inspector’s (and thus, your) benefit. Leave 
a slit open over the useable RPM range on the tach. 

This next paragraph is taken‘almost word for word 
from the AMA rulebook. The bike may be any standard 
production road motorcycle which was produced within

the last four years and sold equipped with full lighting 
equipment. Frames, forks, wheels, brakes, mufflers, 
exhaust pipe, gas and oil tanks, fenders, gear box, engine 
and primary drive, and clutch must be exactly the same 
as was fitted to the original model for everyday road use. 
Original equipment cams, tappets, rocker arms, push 
rods, valves, valve springs, collars, pistons, connecting 
rods, carburetors, cylinder, heads, ignition components, 
lighting equipment and instruments must be used. 
Summarized, the complete motor and most of the rest 
of the bike must be stock. Some modifications, however, 
are permitted. 

The handlebars may be changed. The only stipulation 
is that they must be mounted to the original handlebar 
mounts. 

Foot rests may be relocated. Many riders don’t mess 
with them; but if you wish, rearsets are permissible. 
There are $60-70 buy-an’-bolt-on kits. More prevalent 
are home-made sets that suit the builder/rider exactly. 
Foot pegs must fold at a 45 degree angle and be rubber 
covered. 








Special brake linings may be used and holes may be 
drilled for ventilation. Stock linings are usually adequate 
and holey drum brakes aren’t practical for street ‘use, 
especially in the rain. 

You can’t tamper with internal gear ratios, either in 
the gear box or in the primary drive. External sprocket 
changes are completely legal. Put on any combination of 
countershaft and rear wheel sprocket that you like. 

Air cleaner, tool box and license plate brackets may 
be removed. Warning! Air cleaners, particularly on two 
strokes, are part of a balanced induction system. If you 
just yank things off, the motor may lose power. Air 
cleaner element removal requires a carburetor jetting 
“change. 

Most license plate brackets also serve duty as tail light 
mounts. Unless the inspector lets you take off the entire 
bracket/light unit, just put a thick layer of duct tape 
around the sharp edges and call it good. Side covers and 
chain guard may also be removed in the interest of 
saving a couple pounds weight. 

Most new stock tires will work OK for racing, but if 
and when you feel the need for something better, try 
Dunlop K-81s. Rear shocks also may be replaced with 
Konis, or whatever, but it can get expensive. As a 
beginner, try competing on a strictly stock bike, then 
when you feel that you need it, start changing tires and 
shocks. í 

Once you get involved in racing, many “secrets” that 
.work on the local circuit will become apparent, but until 
then a well-tuned and prepared stock machine is the best 
way to go. Be sure the’ motor is’ fresh all the way 
through. Go over the entire bike just making sure that 
everything’s tight and works the way it was designed to. 
Think about race day 

Once the motorcycle is squared away, the next thing 
that must be attended to is your own riding gear. An 
approved helmet and shatterproof goggles are required 
by the rule book. The hot set-up is the Bell Star type 
helmet with a close second choice being a regular full 
coverage helmet with a flat, snap-on face shield. Boots, 
at least eight inches high, must be worn. Leathers are 
also required. It’s acceptable to wear a regular leather 
street-riding jacket and a pair of motocross pants or 
almost anything you can scrounge up. Doesn’t have to 
be of the neat one-piece costumes like the pros wear. 
Leather gloves are mandatory. Not recommended are the 
motocross rubber bumper style, since the rubber tends 
to grip the asphalt and rip the seams open, baring your 
soon-to-be-sore knuckles. 

Basically, that’s all you need, besides Cycle News’ 
calendar, which you've got. Join the sanctioning body if 
they require it. (AMA, for example, does require that 
you be a member.) Other than that, just gas it an’ have a 
good time.

The First (Annual?) 
Whiskeytown 
Enduro: A step in 
the right direction

REDDING, CAL., SEPT. 14 


The Redding Dirt Riders and the 


National Park Service might have 
something going. The Whiskey- 
town National Recreation Area 
has been a well kept secret from the 
masses of the Bay Area and Southern 
California. Right im Redding’s back yard 
are several hundred square miles of 
mountains, creeks, beautiful 
Whiskeytown Lake and hey, hey, trails. 
The recreational opportunities include 
sailing, backpacking, water skiing, and 
now dirt riding. In what must be a first 
the park service allowed a small 
well-organized enduro to be run. 

The sponsoring club, the Redding 
Dirt Riders, is a small but active 
observed trials and enduro group. Their 
past events have been local club affairs 
where numbers and restrictions were 
few. Feelers were sent out to the Park 
Service, and they were interested. Much 
hard, dusty riding and careful map 
making followed. The Dirt Riders 
submitted their course proposal, and the 
Park Service submitted theirs. Guess 
which one was used? 

The course was to be mostly on 
improved and unimproved dirt roads in 
the steep back country. The number of 
riders was limited to 200, a far cry from 
the District 36 limit of 750. 

The day dawned with perfect 
weather (perfect for the wives and kids 
on the beach two hundred yards from 
the start), clear and not a breath of 
wind. The 20 mph starting speed 
seemed fair enough for the first two 
hundred yards, when right turn arrows 
sent ’em down a rocky trail to a more

rocky crossing of Brandy Creek and 
more rocky, dusty trail. A stretch of 
fast fireroad along the back side of the 
lake allowed some time to be made up. 
A beautiful, but much too short section 
of trail led over the divide to Crystal 
Creek and checkpoint one. The speed 
jumped to 24 and it took some heavy 
duty hookin’ to be on time up four 
thousand feet and 13 miles to check 
two. This stretch was great fun for the 
Pursang, Penton, Husky crew with 
beautiful bermed decomposed granite, 
and nary a rock in sight (except for that 
last couple of miles which put the small 
bikes in low gear.) 

The view from the crest of Shasta 
Bally was enough to stop even the 
gnarliest “A” rider for a look at the lake 
five thousand feet below, Mount Shasta, 
Redding, etc., etc. It was planned. The 
check was just around the bend. The 





next seven miles to check three and gas 
was very steep (down) four wheel drive 
road. 

Truthfully, the run wasn’t very 
difficult, and some measures had to be 
taken to avoid gangs of “zeroes.” So, 
the second loop was spiced with five 
speed changes and several short checks. 

When the dust had cleared (actually 
it hasn’t cleared yet) wonder of 
wonders, a “B” rider had won. Jerry 
Kramer, a greying dentist from 
Martinez, had lost only four points. 
Jerry and his 400 Penton edged out 
Experts Ron Cash and John Clark (also 
with four) by way of the tie-breaking 
rule. 

Most riders felt that the times and 
distances were accurate, and the typical 
comment was, “Great first run, but fire 
the water-truck driver.” a

He had a perfect 
score to capture the Cal Expo 
Championship September 12. 

Four riders tied for third with 10 
points; Rick Woods, Alan Christian, 
John Cunningham and Larry Shaw.

Finding a safe place for your 
scorecard can be a problem. It’s 
very frustrating to lose a card, es- 
pecially if you have been doing 
good. After a few years I found the best 
is to buy or make a card holder that fits 
on the tank. Hi Point makes a good one, 
but it costs. I made one for a couple of 
dollars out of vinyl and velcro (the 
peel-apart, press-to-fasten stuff). A trip 
to the local fabric shop got me the vinyl 
and the velcro. Naugahyde would 
probably work better but is more 
expensive. I borrowed my wife’s sewing 
machine and went at it. A couple of 
hours later I had a score card holder, 
which I taped to my tank. Just lift the 
pocket up and there is the card, ready 
for the checker. It’s not fancy, but it 
works extremely well and is protected 
from the elements. 


Another little tip 

You know those little film containers 
that 35mm film comes in? They have a 
lot of uses for enduro riders. I use them 
to store extra master links, cotter keys, 
light bulbs, matches, jets and a lot of 
other little nick-nacks. Instead of 
snapping a master link onto my spokes, 
thus exposing it to the harsh, rusting 
elements, mine are safely tucked away 
in my tool bag, with a shot of WD-40, 
ready to spring into action if need be. 
Emergency matches reside right next to 
the master link container. I had to trim 
the wooden matches to fit, but I always 
know they are there if the dread day 
ever arrives when they are needed. How 
many times have you ridden off without 
matches in your pocket? You don’t 
carry matches with you? I'll be glad to 
supply you with the names of a couple 
of riders who spent some very long, 
cold, dark nights wishing they had just 





one match. Use your imagination; there 
are a lot of uses for the handy little 
containers. Oh yeah, be sure and mark 
them as to what is inside. I used one of 
those little label guns and epoxied them 
on to make sure they stayed on.

Number One Products shock 
coolers — a “pound-on” accessory 

Those “‘Trickit”’ people are at it again 
with these slip on coolers for your Koni 
or Boge shocks. I say slip on but they 
actually pound on. They are designed so 
the average rider can install them at 
home if he has access to (1) A freezer 
(2) An oven (3) a big lead hammer. The 
freezer is to store your shocks for one 
hour, the oven is to heat the coolers for 
one hour, and the big lead hammer is 
the force to drive the coolers on the 
shock. 

First step is to strip the paint off the 
lower part of the shock below the spring 
perch. On Boge shocks you have to file 
or grind the weld flush with the shock 
body so the coolers will slip right on. 
Some Boge shocks are slightly out of 
round, but can still be made to fit after 
a little effort with the hammer. Best 
way is to use a hydraulic press to put 
them on, but if one is not available the 
hammer will work just fine. 

Using gloves or tongs, remove a 
shock and a cooler from their respective 
cooling and warming places and 
immediately clamp the shock into a 
sturdy vise. Line the hot cooler over the 
shock, making sure the flat part of the 
cooler is in line with the shock eyes, and 
start pounding. Try to keep the blows 
even so the cooler won’t get off-cocked. 
Keep hitting until you have the cooler 
in place, usually down to the spring 
perch. These coolers are harder to 
mount than some others on the market,

but cool much better. Clamp on coolers 
just don’t hack it, and unless you use 
the right kind of epoxy, glued on won't 
work right either. The Number One 
Products coolers, owing to their tight 
fit, do work, drawing the heat away 
from the shocks. Available through your 
local dealer.

Hondaline boots 

The Hondaline boots feature inside 
laces up over the ankles to insure a tight 
fit around the ankle, and a regular 
buckle-up on the outside. After four 
hard months in them, I like them very 
much. While the double lace-up is a 
little cumbersome, the protection and 
fit makes up for it. The only problem I 
have had is one of the toes splitting, 
which can be prevented by installing toe 
guards. None of the seams have split and 
the toe itself has held up well. The 
boots come in smooth sole or enduro 
lug sole. Available you know where. 


CYCLE NEWS BEATS THE t+%*! OUT OF THE BREEZER 
TIRE TOOL — AGAIN 


By John Ulrich 


Remember that trick tire tool you gave me to test last year? The one you said 
was just the tool end of a gas station tire mounter, without the rest of the 
machinery? You know, the one I broke in half? Well, the Rojen B company 
was sure it was a fluke, so they gave me anew one. It wasn’t a fluke. 

But now they’ve got another new one. It’s one piece, and so far mine 
hasn’t even started to lean in the middle. It works just as well as the old ones, 
too, which is pretty good, especially if you don’t know how to use tire irons 


without pinching a tube. 


This new model, they. say, is improved in another way. The notch is 
different, so it will work on more rims. That sounds reasonable, because the 
only rims I’ve ever found it not to work on are the kind that have little drops 


of weld inside to act as tire bead grippers. 


This new solid Breezer transmits more shdck from the impact of the 
hammer used to hit it around the rim, turning one’s palm to pulp. I guess 
that’s still better than pinched tubes if you don’t know how to use tire irons. 

But you know what? I’ve learned to use tire irons.

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One way or another the definition fits. 
In the far-out world of European GP 
racing, machine development is one 
EA (tae melt Molla ale ae La eel 
part trial and error. Some standout 
tries — and errors — appeared on the 
circuit during the 1975 season. 

One of the success stories, the 
125cc Morbidelli twin (A) was 
created in the tradition of many of 
the grand old Formula One car 
marques, as a showcase effort funded 
by the Morbidelli firm (which gets 
its daily bread making wood furni- 
ture) and built piece by piece in a 
tiny four-man shop. Note the ex- 
quisite workmanship on the expan- 
sion chambers, where the welds 
have been ground flush outside 

(and hopefully inside where it 
counts), the joints between cone 
sections smoothed so there is no 
abrupt change of section. Expan- 
sion cone is a mildly exponential 
horn and reflector cone is mildly 
parabolic. The compact, inclined 
engine layout allows a straight, tri- 
angulated truss between steering 
head and swingarm pivot plates. 
Very rigid, very efficient. Allows 
the fuel tank to nestle down low 
with no center tunnel. Ignition is a 
little less neat, with circuitry strung 
from left-side sender unit hung on 
rotary valve cover plate through J- 
block on downtube to black boxes 
in front of battery. Question from 
the Trivia Dept: Why aren't black 
boxes black? 

Typical of some of the lengths 
European constructors go to salvage 
and update machinery that is other- 
wise dead and gone is this water- 
cooled 125cc Bridgestone twin (B), 
developed by Jorg Muller who also 
made the Van Veen Kreidlers so fast 
and now works for Morbidelli. Be- 
ginning to get intrigued? Any con- 
nection between what was learned 
on this and the Morbidellis is pure 
coincidence, no? For the record, 
Dutch rider Henk Van Kessel rode it 
to a third (behind the Morbidellis) 
at the Austrian GP and a fourth at 
Hockenheim, where this shot was 
taken. 

Another success story — the 
Suzuki 500 Four as it appeared with 
a new frame at Salzburg, Austria (C). 
Later Barry Sheene, though not fully 
healed from his Daytona crash, would 
use it to grab a 500 GP win for 
Suzuki at the Dutch TT in June. Note 
how close the rear brake reservoir is 
to the exhaust, and the push-type 
rear brake linkage. If you look 

really close, you'll 








see the stub of a straight-through 
shifter shaft just above countershaft, 
allowing right or left shift to suit 

the nationality of the rider. The 
mounting of that brake reservoir 

looks like it was the last thing done 
after the rider decided where he wanted 
to put his feet. Magneto hangs on the 
layshaft which gears the two separate 
cranks together. Looks suspiciously 

like there’s a water pump drive in the 
same area. In contrast to the smaller 
bikes, frame really has to bend and jog 
to clear all this machinery, at the 
expense of rigidity. Laydown shocks 
have two upper pivot choices, swingarm 
is of such humongous cross-section it 
must be alloy. Some Water Buffalo, huh? 
A twin-crank rotary valve layout 
brought down to the bare essentials, 

the 250cc Kawasaki was one of those 
trials that’s not quite right yet. 

Shown here at the Dutch TT (D), it was 
later recalled from Europe and 

America for extensive redevelopment. 
The little helical gear was the tach 
drive; spur drive gear off the rear 

crank did double duty, driving both 

the clutch carrier and the water pump 
(which has been carried away with the 
case cover.) Apparently the Big K will 
get it sorted out just in time to get 

a big curve thrown at it by the AMA. 
Its seven-speed gearbox will be illegal 
next year; which means more re- 
development to get it to work as a six- 
speed. No rest at all in this business. 
The ‘75 season saw the monoshock 
come of age in road racing. Last year 

it was on Ago’s 500-Four; this year it’s 
on selected TZ750s and on Ago’s 350 
shown here at Salzburg (E). Ago, being 
Italian, likes his shifter on the right, 

no matter how cobbled-up it must look. 
Works rider Hideyo Kanaya’s shifts on 
the left. Monoshocks on road racers 
TA Om ecm elias mam AOE 
you realize how rough most European 
circuits are. 

MV Agusta’s desperation to stay 

in the hunt with the Yamaha is evident 
in this picture of the 500 that Read 
rode to second behind Ago at 
Hockenheim (F). No off-shelf shock unit 
had enough damping power to cope and 
MV wasn't up to developing its own 
from scratch, hence the extra dampers. 
Later in the season, other European 
constructors went to Formula One car 
shocks for the road racing mono 
application. Unfortunately for MV — 
and Read — their engine proved to be 
too hefty and bulky a piece of 
ironmongery for a contemporary chassis 
to cope with. The end result always 
turned out too heavy, too flexible, 

or both.
